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(57) Abstract: A sialagogue characterized 
by comprising polyglutamic acid or its salt. 
This sialagogue is blended into an oral com- 
position and a food composition. This sial- 
agogue is capable of rendering the oral mu- 
cosa pleasant even in the case of severe xe- 
rostomia. 
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
